that purpose. 
As to the funds,—Ute ground 
would cost little because land that 
would be suitable for a 
lake 
is 
not suitable for cultivation 
and 
therefore of little value to the 
owner. 
The dam itself would not 
cost s great deal. 
If 2 0 0 people 
could be interested in the sum of 
$25 each, it would make a total of 
$5000 that could be invected 
in 
such a pleasure resort. For main 
tenance s nominal fee could be 
charged for the various privileges 
a fee that anyone could afford 
and would gladly pay. 
All that such a project lacks is 
someone with initiative to get be­ 
hind the movement.

plenty of people that would part 
with the $25 to take stock in such 
an undertaking.
